Functional Somatic ChanRes 
The science of pfcyehosomatic 
medicine holds to the belief that 
neither of these views alone is en­ 
tirely serviceable either to explain 
the causatum or the treatment of 
disease of this kind.

‘Bleeding’

Common During Recent 


Torrid Weather 


W idsiprpid 
damage 
to high­ 
way? in the state occurred during 
the recent hot weather, officials 
report 
and some 
damage 
was 
done lo roads in Fayette County 
where the hot sun caused much 
“bleeding” of 
blacktop 
roads, 
and heavy tracks damaged the 
soft ayrfaces. 
Some minor 
“ blow ups" also 
took 
place and were given at­ 
te rd ion without delay as soon as 
the road crews were notified. 
In the state at large more than 
10,000 miles of the 18,475 miles 
of state road have been adverse­ 
ly affected by the excessive heat 
and unusually 
heavy w artim e 
traffic. 
Harry D Metcalf, chief engin­ 
eer of the Ohio Department of 
Highways, division of mainten­ 
ance, and his engineering aides 
in the department’s 12 divisions, 
were confronted this week with 
a maintenance and repair problem 
akin to the one 
following 
last 
winter’s high water and extreme 
cold w'hieh did more than $2,000,- 
000 damage to the roads 
The 
bituminous-treated high­ 
ways “ soften up’’ under the ex­ 
cessive heat 
and the 
material 
“ runs,” producing a sticky con­ 
dition which 
Is an irritation 
to 
the traveler, 
creates a 
traffic 
hazard and deteriorates the road 
Traffic “ picks up” this softened 
material 
and 
by so doing cuh- 
deeply into the pavement.
